Conflict For Conflict’s Sake

It took me a long time to notice it, even though several people had 
br ought the matter to my attention, but during the past few weeks of 
conflict between the faculty and the administration. there have 
emerged two separate conflicts. One is between the Faculty Senate 
and the administration, and the other is between the U PC and the ad- 
ministration. 

The Faculty Senate conflict is concerned with the role of the 
Senate relative to the way the university is run and the way policy 
decisions are made. Senate Chair Dick Cleveland seems honestly 
concerned about whether the Senate is going to continue to perform 
as an advisory body, or whether its functions will be co-opted by the 
President's taks forces and ad hoc committees and he seems 
concerned about what can be done to reconcile the apparent conflicts 
between the administration’s position and that of the Senate. 

But I’m not as sure about the role or desires of the UPC. mainly 
because of the behavior of the campus president of UPC, Emanual 
Gale. His public statements are too antagonistic, as though he 
genuinely enjoys the conflict, which he helped create, for its own 
sake. Does he really believe the clash will produce an effective and 
Just way of governing the university? 

At yesterday's press conference to announce the results of the 
referendum, the differences between Gale and Cleveland were ap- 
parent. While Cleveland expressed hope that President Bond and the 
Faculty Senate could reconcile their differences, Gale appeared 
before the cameras to report that the UPC had called the referendum 
to “force” President Bond to realize the faculty position. 

While Cleveland issued a statement denying that the referendum 
was in any way a vote of confidence or non-confidence in the 
President, Gale told me afterwards, with what seemed to be an air of 
delight, ihat such a vote might be the next step 

Whether President Bond was deliberately trying to remove the 
Senate as a force on campus is not an important question any more, 
inasmuch as he is now trying (I hope) to come to terms with that 
group. As Bond has said, there is still a university to be run, and 
clashes over who will do it are not the same as actually doing it. 

And I hope that Emanuel Gale's belligerent attitude does not 
harm the faculty position, because the responsibility for effecting 
changes CSUS will have to undergo in succeeding years, will fall on 
everyone — faculty, administrators, and students. If we get used to 
bitching at one another instead of looking for ways to cooperate, we 
won't get much done.

| quickly found that Individualized Learning is an effort to cap- 
ture some of the priceless elements of the education process which 
have been buried under the modern university. It was delightful to 
see so many people who were eager to shed the degree-assembly line 
trappings of our present system for a genuine educational experience 

Individualized Learning is a new project beginning next semester 
which offers any student an opportunity to pursue the topic of their 
choice for 15 units of credit 

Areas of credit have been centered in Journalism, History. 
Government, Engineering, Social Science, Interdepartmental Arts 
and Sciences and Interdisciplinary. If you are a graduating senior, 
credit may also be obtained in other departments through con- 
sultation with the project directors 

The program will have no class schedule, but will hold regular, in- 
formal meetings for students to discuss their work with advisors. If 
you're finding that college has gotten in the way of your education or 


that your movement within an area of interest is limited. In-

“Leap, leap.” are the words 
under a picture of a young woman 
cavorting with outstretched arms 
This is the logo of the Shameless 
Hussy Press, published by Alta, 
woman poet. Alta was here Tues- 
day, rapping and reading her prose 
and poetry to an audience of more 
than 100. She arrived half an hour 
late, explaining, “Il wanted another 
cup of tea.” 

She begins as if greeting old 
friends, “Any old favorites you 
want to hear?” She seems happy. 
exuberant, almost child-like in her 
enthusiasm, a round person, with 
short brown hair and wire-rimmed 
glasses. Making conversation, she 
gets herself settled. Then she 
begins. “Hey, | found out someth- 
ing about a month ago...1 crashed 
the car of the guy I was living with 
| cleaned it out and...she goes on, 
explaining all this ina very matter 
of fact tone suddenly bitter 
angry, her face red with the anger

of it, she tells about finding a card 
from a “massage” parlor he visited 
Much of the rest of Alta’s readings, 
poetry, prose, conversation, deal 
with women who work in massage 
parlors 

“We are so used to defending 
first and looking at the attack 
second...” This is from a prose es- 
say From Prison to Prison to 
Prison, that Alta wrote in 1970 for 
it aint me babe, a women's lib 
newspapers. Her voice is under 
control, yet showing what she feels, 
and what she intends her listeners 
to feel. Now bitter, now reflective, 
now angry “Women get 
hysterical Women gossip. Ghetto 
responses. Destroy yourself. Or 
destroy your sisters. Don't fight 
those who could destroy you or 
they mighi destroy you. If you 
believe that, they have already des- 
troyed you. Passive victims need 
no guards

The Associated Students 
Senate and CSUS President James 
Bond are getting along better these 
days, judging by indications at 
yesterday's senate meetings. 

The senate appointed Senator 
Hank Castro to Bond’s Steering 
Committee of the Commission on 
Mission and Goals. This action 
comes three weeks after the senate 
passed a resolution urging all 
students serving on task forces 
created by Bond to resign. The 
resolution was spurred by Bond’s 
non-recognition of the senate as 
the representatives of the student 
body. 

Bond had requested a senate ap- 
pointee to the committee through a 
letter to Senate Chair Dean Gar- 
rison.

After the meeting Garrison ex- 
plained the senate’s turn about. 
The senate simply feels that Bond 
now recognizes the student senate 
as the representatives of the 
student body, he said. 


Besides being asked to send a 
representative to Mission and 
Goals, Bond's’ proposed 
President's Advisory Council 
probably also contributes to the 
senate’s sense of recognition. 


The senate endorsed par- 
ticipation in the proposed Council. 
The Council would be an advisory 
body charged with the “res- 
ponsibility of identifying key areas 
of major concern on the campus as 
well as examining and reviewing 
priorities,” according to the rough 
draft before the senate.

Landsness Grievances Heard 


The grievances were formally 
filed through the CSEA against 
Landsness in September. They 
went unresolved at the first level 
discussions between the men and 
Landsness 

In a statement released to the 
Hornet Tuesday. Pretzer declared 
he had tound nothing to “cause me 
to question Mr. Landsness’ ability 
to adequately perform the 
functions of his position” nor had 
he found anything that “would lead 
me to question the competence, 
loyalty and willingness of any 
member of the Plant Operation 
crew to carry out his, her job res- 
ponsibilities in a highly effective 
manner.” 

The statement went on to say 
several personal job relationship 
problems and minor 
organizational changes needed 
attention 

Some of Pretzer’s recommen- 
dations were 

Giving supervisors authority 
and responsibility to provide day 
to day supervision and directions 

Utilizing the expertise, skills 
and knowledge of the workers in 
performing their assignments.

A couple of years back, the day after 
Thanksgiving, Rudy awakened from a cat nap 
as a disc jockey was spinning Bing Crosby 
singing White Christmas. 


The way Rudy told it later, he had had an 
illumination, a flash. God appeared and told 
him he had to love the whole human race and 
Richard Nixon too. The way he would prove his 
all-encompassing love was to send bushels, 
barrels, and boxcars of Christmas cards. 


That might not seem like sucha bigmegiltah, 
but Rudy wasn’t just an ordinarily gregarious 
guy. He was a natural-born joiner. A small sam- 
ple follows:

He 
also bought mailing lists on the open market. 


By profession. Rudy was a_ chemical 
engineer. He was employed by Intergalactics 
Space Propellants, Inc. The parent company 
was U.S. General General, Ltd., a diversified 
conglomerate that used the same basic material 
—a colorless, tasteless, inert plastic which was 
then converted into sandwich spreads, shaving 
cream, hair remover, solid rocket propellant, 
salt water taffy, underarm deoderant, and truck 
tires by the various subsidiaries. 


U.S. General General Ltd., counted 64,000 
employees at its subsidiaries, and Rudy had no 
trouble getting access to the coporate lists via the 
IBM 370, which printed out a full roster of 
names and addresses.

Once the bugs were out of the system, Rudy 
was able to turn out 27,000 cards every three 
hours. Machines tucked them into envelopes, 
addressed and sealed the envelopes, and sorted 
them into neat bundles according to Zip Code. 


Rudy’s goal was to send a Christmas card to 
every person who lived west of the Mississippi 
River, so the Post Office was bound to get 
concerned. Especially since he insisted on doing 
the mailing the fast LO.days before Christmas 
because he wanted to reach the people while 
their holiday spirit was at a peak. 


As he got his Christmas card obsession 
organized, Rudy began searching out new ways 
of expressing his unlimited love for mankind. 
Virgin fields of card giving inspired him to new 
excesses. 


These cards commemmorated noteworthy 
events like the invention of the first automatic 
chicken plucker; the annual! return of the herring 
fleet to Amersterdam Harbor; and the founding 
of the Albert L. Hackenstock Society in Peoria, 
Illinois. 


He even sent out 24,000 cards, a rather select 
mailing, to celebrate the publication in 1912 of a 
scientific treatise titled: “The Application of 
Nondestructive Testing to Discontinuous but 
Homogeneous Semi-Viscuous Flows of 
Hyperaetivated Tomato Paste.”
